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 Nevada’s Statesman. 


We heard a discussion yesterday con- 
cerning Nevada's status in the Con- 
gress of this nation, the point at issue 
being to determine whether Wm. 
Sharon was entitled to be called Sena- 
tor. The argument, although not en- 
gaging our active attention, still re- 


called forcibly several characteristics of 


this famous man. Any one who ever 
enjoyed William Sharon’s eloquence 
will naturally wonder that such an 
argument ever took place. Again, the 
man who has heard the gifted Sharon 
reason and debate zealously upon im- 
portant State questions, will hardly 
understand why his fame is called in 
question, and the men who have seen 


our Senator in Corgress, quietly yet 


ably defending the cause of Nevada, 
would all testify that he 1s worthy 
without doubt. We can remember 
distinctly each able effort put forth 
by Sharon since we named him __Sena- 

‘tor. We can recall each burst of elo- 
quence which has escaped this Ameri- 
can law maker in pursuit of duty, and, 
we doubt not, can repeat each manly 
opinion which he has put forth. 
Knowing and recalling these things, it 
of course grieved us to hear Sharon 
abused, for we also understood the 
able manner in which he secured vic- 
tory at the polls and laid the founda- 
tion for his subsequent patriotic ca- 
reer. 

And yet, feeling all this, one can’t 
compare Sharon with Conkling, Blaine, 
or the statesman for whom the nation 
mourns to day. His genius, although 


well known te some of his constitu- 


ents, is apparently in a different line. 
The nation has, in the hurry of other 
matters, not valued Sharon’s particu- 
lar style of action; and it is, not 
known what wild direction popular 
grief would take in case of his death. 
There is some little difference, to be 


sure, between his career and that of 


Morton, and we do not seek tv com- 
pare them at this time; but it is well 
to glance at our record from time to 
time, in order that we may have our 
feelings at half mast when this hon- 
ored son of Nevada shall be worn out 
by official duties, and lie down to rest. 


‘DeatH Or Senator Morton.—In- 
dianapolis, Nov. 1.—Senator Morton 
died at 5:30 o'clock Pp. m. About noon 
Mrs. Morton and her sons, by her re- 
quest, were left alone with the Senator 
for about an hour. What passed be- 
tween them is not proper to inquire. 
Before 5 o,clock it became evident that 
he had entered upon his last hour on 
earth. He had rested a greater por- 
tion of the day in a half lying and half 
sitting position. Ashe grew weaker 
the supporting pillows were withdrawn, 
so that hé lay prone upon the bed. 
A deep silence now pervaded the room 
and remained unbroken except by an 
occasional question to the dying man. 
Once when the Senator exclaimed ‘‘I 
dying,” his sister-in-law, Mrs. Hal- 
loway inquired, ‘‘You are not afraid 
to die, Oliver?” He indicated no by 


shakingfhis head. Soon af ter a sim- 


ilar exclamation, question and answer 
passed between him and Dr. Tompson. 
At 5:01 he exclaimed, ‘‘I am dying. 
I am worn out;” and these were his 
last words. From this on it was dif- 
ficnlt to discover that life remained. 
On the doctor's announcement that he 
was gone, the gaze of his wife and sons 
became fixed onthe face of the husband 
and father, with now and then a pit- 
eous look of inquiry toward the doctor, 
until his futher announcement, “It is 
over!” when the widow clasped her 
sons to her, <xclaiming quietly but in 
tones never to be forgotten, “My dar!- 
ing boys.” The friends withdrew, leav- 
ing them. After a time they were led 
tenderly from the room. 

Mrs. Belle Lynch an editoress at 
Ukiah City has been cowhided by T.
